Miss E. Russell, now employed in an at- 
torney’s office in the Hartford building, told 
Miss Burnette that she had “ got a vise” 
upon the Denison-Curtis combination sev- 
eral years ago, and by small payments was 
compelling the restitution of her money. 
Mrs. Mary L. Berry, a Cuban, living at 1519

the entire fortune left by her husband was 
swept away.

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BANK IS SUED FOR: $150,000, 


Receiver ane ‘High Finance’ 
Brought On America Failure. 


INSIDE STORY IS RELATED. 


Jackson Trust and Savings Involved 
in Charges of Unloading.“ 


Suit against the Jackson Trust and Sav- 
ings bank for $150,000 damages was started 
yesterday by Daniel D. Healy, receiver for 
the defunct Bank of America, in the Superior 
court. 

Mr. Healy charged last night that the 
Jackson Trust and Savings bank was largely 
responsible for the Bank of America failure 
last February, having unloaded on the Bank 
of America $150,000 in questionable securi- 
ties. These securities were for a loan that 
Frank E. Creelman had obtained, and which 
through his efforts and those of the Jackson 
Trust and Savings bank was transferred to 
the ill-fated institution. 

William M. Dagan, former president of the 
Jackson Trust and Savings bank; W. M. 
Lawton, ite cashier; and Frank M. and Frank 
E. Creelman, the lumbermen, are defendants 
together with the Jackson bank. 


Try to Effect a Se.tlement. 

After Clarence 8. Darrow had filed the 
preecipe in the sult efforts werg made to 
secure its withdrawal oh some basis of set- 
tlement by directors of the Jackson Trust 
and Savings bank. 

“Immediately after the Bank of America 
opened, said Mr: Healy last night, the 
Jackson Trust and Savings bank unloaded 
on it all the Creelman securities it possessed, 
or around $150,000. There were Louisiana 
timber bonds for around 578, 000 and other 
collateral notes, mostly secured on timber 
land. If it had not been for the funds of the 
Bank of America being tied up in these 
securities there would have been no failure. 


Bankers Block Plan to Help. 


“Ten days before the failure strong efforta 
were made to induce the Jackson Trust and 
Savings bank to take up these securities, 
The bank was given until Feb. 15 to make 
them good, but failed to do so. On Feb. 15 
President Abner Smith, Vice President G. 
F. Sorrow, and Cashier J. V. Pierce of the 
Bank of America called on the officers of the 
Jackson Trust and Savings bank and inef- 
tectually pleaded with them. 

“They then made a proposition to the 
State Bank of Chicago to take over the assets 
of the Bank of America and pay depositors, 
but this was refused, The clearing house 
committee then learnéd.of the predicament 
of the Bank of America. The other banks 
were willing to assist it, but the First Na- 
tonal bank and Orson Smith, president of 
the Merchants, Loan and Trust bank, would 
not agree to it. So there was nothing to do 


put to apply for a receiver.” 


Blames Bank for Failure. 

Mr. Healy was chairman of the finance 
committee of the Bank of America and his 
selection as receiver naturally followed. 

“The Jackson Trust and Savings bank 
holds $15,000 in time certificates on the Bank 
of America,” said he, and that is the only 
claim I have refused to pay. When the 
bank went into the hands of a receiver its 
liabilities consisted of $810,000 due depositors 
and other claims amounting to $17,000, all of 
which have been paid, so it will be seen the

RUMOR PUTS LOSS AT. 86 0, 000. 


Trust Company Complains About 62, 


000; Family Fears Foul Play. 


George 8. Baker, a former member of the 
Tilinéis legislature and a prominent Bvans- 
tonian, has disappearéd, and his family have 
called upon the police to assist in finding 
him. Financial difficulties are said to be 
the root of the trouble that caused him to 
leave without a word of warning or farewell. 

For one thing, he is said to have taken 
money intended for others and to have kept 
them unsuspicious by paying interest—the 
principal not being forthcoming. 

Mr. Baker has resided at 1408 Benson ave- 
nue, Evanston, during the last 
years. His law office was in the Chicago 
Opera. House block, where it was thought 
he had a paying practice. Prior to 1900 he 
held the office of city attorney of Evanston 
for three terms and at one time was super- 
intendent of public schools in the suburb. 


Heavy Losses Are Rumored. 

Baker's law business was largely of a chan- 
cery nature, and his clientéle included a num- 
ber of board of trade operators. This circum- 
stance yesterday led to the rumor that 
speculation on the market had led him into 
losses amounting to $50,000. It was said his 
vain endeavors to recoup discouraged him to 
such an extent that be fied, fearing ruin. 

Light was thrown on the disappearance by 
Thomas Kees, 1284 Wesley avenue, Evanston, 
who daid to the police: 

“I understand the Guarantee Title and 
Trust company is interested in the search for 
Baker. I gave Baker $2,000 a few days ago 
to pay to Mrs. H. B. Edwards, living at Uni- 
versity place and Chicago avenue, from whom 
I had borrowed it. Mra. Edwards never was 
paid, I have learned from her. Baker kept 
the money, but paid her the interest on it.” 


Left Without Warning. 

Baker’s family consists of his wife and five 
children. Mrs. Baker declined to put forth 
any theory as to the cause of her husband's 
departure save that he might have met with 
an accident. He left his house on the morn- 
ing of May 9, at his usual hour for starting 
for his office. The household had no premoni- 
tion that he was contemplating an unusual 
step. He did not appéar at his desk during 
the day. 

A partner, M. 8. Baldwin, noted his ab- 
gence and telephoned to Evanston to ask 
about him. When it was learned that all 
trace of him was gone 4 quiet search was 
begun by relatives and friends, but the police 
were not notified until yesterday. 

Son Fears an Accident. 

„My father, on former occasions,” said 
Richard Baker, the second son, who is em- 
ployed by the North Shore Electric company, 
in Evanston, has gone away for a day or 
two without saying anything to us about it, 
and we were not alarmed until his absence 
extended into a week. He never had staid 
away that long before, and we came to the 
conclusion that he must have met with an 
accident. 

„He is not a drinking man, so that his 
disappearance cannot be accounted for on 
that score.

PROMISE BETTER SERVICE 


Agree with Council Committee to 
Terms of Discarded Or- 
dinance. 


Both the Chicago City and the Union Trac- 
tion companies told the council] committee 
on local transportation yesterday that they 
were willing to negotiate for a further right 
to run on the “* revocable license lines pro- 
posed in the mayor's Werno letter. They 
also agreed to put a price on the present 
value of their properties. | 

In fact, it was almost a struggle between 
the two companies as to which should an- 
nounce itself first. The Union Traction 
landed because Chairman Werno called on 
W. W. Gurley of that road before he did 
on President T. Mitten of the south side 
line, Both, however, made the same state- 
ment. ! 

Each also sald they did not see any. 
pect of a unification of the properties but 
did not think such a consoldation was needed 
id 3 out the plans proposed. They as- 

the committee they felt sure of being 
shia to finance properly any plans which 
finally may be agreed on. 


Agree to “Service Sections.” 
The one tangible thing done was an agree- 
ment by both companies to accept what are 
known as the “service sections ot the fran- 
chise ordinances which recently went into 
the waste paper basket. These relate to 
through routes, universal transfers, the style 
of cars and rails, and other provisions in- 
tended to procure good service for the public. 
This agreement was made on the suggestion 


Dr.“ Walter L. Fisher, who suggested that 
the aldermen study these ordinances with 
an idea of making changes. 

It is announced, in addition, that the com- 
panies are planning to install adequate night 
service, a thing they never have done. 

By a vote of 7 to 4—the first roll call had 
since the new committee was organized— 
it was decided to appoint a subcommittee to 
confer wtih the Chicago City company with a 
view to trolleyizing te-south side cable lines: 

The proposition was opposed by Ald. Dever, 
Mayor Dunne's strong right arm,“ and Ald, 
Finn, who might be called his left,“ but 
the committee was reminded that the cry 
now is for better service and if the people 
advocating it were sincere, here was their 
chance to show it. 


Rush West Trolley Ordinancdé. 

The ordinance for the trolleyizatian of the 
west and north side cable lines was read. 
ordered published so each alderman could 
have a copy, and made a special order for a 
special meeting of the committee to be held 
Monday afternoon. This extra meeting is 
so it can be reported into the council on that 
evening. 

When the companies were asked when they 
could take up the promised negotiations 
President Mitten said “at any time.“ Mr. 
Gurley, however, said he must have at least 
two weeks’ time, as he had a number of 
principals to confer with. Both agreed, how- 
ever, it would be longer than that before 
they could put a price on their properties. 
An inventory of a big street railway is not 
made in a day. 

Then Mr. Gurley said a thing which ex- 
Plained matters to the people who had won- 
dered where Mayor Dunne got his inspira- 
tion for the indeterminate franchise plan, and 
why he felt so sure of traction support. 

“Judge Grosscup instructs me to tell you,“ 
said Mr. Gurley, that he always has favored 
a revocable license or indeterminate franchise 
plan, and, as evidence of it, presents a letter 
he wrote to Clarence 8S.

While the employers were devising some 
means of coping with the brutal methods of 
the union slugger, another assault was 
brought to their attention. Stephen Sediarski 
and John Kokernak, fron molders employed 
by the L. Wolf Manufacturing company, 
were victims of the attack, which occurred 
Monday evening. They had been trailed 
from their work and attacked as they alighted 
from a car at North Robey and Le Moyne 
streets. 

I. Wolf, head of the company, is one of the 
business men who have held out against the 
demands of the iron molders.

: INNOCENT OR DRIVEN. TO CRIME

ted, N. V., Minister Accused of 


Setting Fire to His Church Is Be- 
lieved Guiitiess by Coagregation— 
Warden of Joliet Penitentiary Re- 
calls Him as Ex-Convict-——Friends 
Say He Sometimes Labored Under 
Spell He Could Not Resist. 


Waterloo, N. T., May 17.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. Charles Stuart Bain, who is in jall on a 
charge of having set fire to the First Baptist 
church of Waterloo March 6 last, and who, 
it is claimed, is af times under an influence 
against which he has no power of resistance, 
is believed to be the Charles 8. Bain, alias 
C. W. Wilson, who was in the Illinois state 
prison in 1896 for embezzlement. 

District Attorney Bodine says a photo- 
graph of the Rev. Mr. Bain, which was sent 
to Joliet, has been returned with a state- 
ment of the warden to the effect that it is 
undoubtedly a picture of the former Illinois 
prisoner. 


Flock Believes Him Innocent. 

This community is practically a unit in 
protesting the Innocence of Bain, and there 
was some sharp comment today when Dis- 
trict Attorney Bodine gave out the Joliet 
warden’s report. The few persons who are 
inclined to entertain the charge of arson 
against Bain believe if he set the church on 
fire he must have been mentally unbalanced. 
The district attorney is proceeding vigorous- 
ly in his search for the facts of the minister's 
previous dife in face of the opposition of many 
parishioners, who insist he is wrongfully ac- 
cused. 

In his report Warden Bodine sald'the state- 
ment had been made to him that a man 
named Charles Stuart Bain was tried in Con- 
verse, Ind., in 1893 by an ecclesiastical court 
on the charges of lying and conduct unbe- 
coming a minister, and was dismissed from 
the Presbyterian church. 


._ Acted Like Man Under Spell. 

The district attorney has received many 
letters to the effect that the minister at times 
seemed to be under a spell, and when in such 
a condition acted out of all accord with his 
general mode of life. 

The pastor, it is alleged, on March 6 set 


fire to the First Baptist church. He was not 


arrested until May 6. Meanwhile he had con- 
tinued as minister to the congregation. Sus- 
picion was first directed to him by anonymous 
letters, all apparently nn by the same 


person.

| FIGHT LOOTERS IN FRISCO. 


SOLDIERS FOIL DARING ATTEMPT 
‘TO. ar SAFE Neri r rr N 


Troops on Guard Battle in Darkness 
with Gang of Men Who Gained En- 
‘trance to Building—fFausillade of 
Shots Fired on Both Sides, but the 
Would Be Robbers -Escape in Gloom 
~—Search with Lanterns Proves Un« 
successful. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 17.—A daring at- 
tempt to loot the United States subtreasury, 
located on 2 and Kearny streets, 
was foiled by soldiers from compahy “G” 
of the Eleventh\infantry after a battle with 
the looters. 

The soldiers were detailed to guard Uncle 
Sam’s treasure box, and they claim that 
the men were attempting to loot the safes 
in the building. 

Six men from company G were detailed 
to guard the treasury last night, three men 
being located on either side of the place. 
At 12:30 o’clock the men stationed on the 
Commercial street side say they noticed a 
man attempting to reach the entrance to 
the building. He was ordered to halt, but 
instead started to run, whereupon a guard 
fired at him. 


Thirty Shots Are Fired. 

The bullet did not take effect and two of the 
guards gave chase, leaving their one com- 
panion behind. Almost immediately the sol- 
diers on the Clay street side began firing, and 
the one guard in Commercial street says he 
saw four men run to the windows of the upper 
story of the treasury building. 

Guard, Hammon was in Commercial street 
and he gaye he immediately opened fire and 
the forms in the window replied wien shots 
from their revolvers. Fully thirty shots 
were exchanged in the fray, some of the 
bullets striking the wall of the building on 
the north side of Commercial street. 


Looters Make Their Escape. 

The men were later seen to come down 
the stairs, but were not again heard of. At- 
tracted by the noige of the battle, Detective 
Sergeant Taylor headed a detail of police and 
commenced a search for the wouldbe looters. 
He was aided in this work by the national 
guards, who are stationed at. Portsmouth 
square.

Before the lower house adjourned Presi- 
dent Möuromtseff read from the chair two 
interpellations addressed to the minister of 


the interior and signed by the requisite thirty 


deptties, which probably will form the first 
order of business today. The first inter- 
pellation refers to participation by the 
police in the work of inciting one portion of 
the population against the other, and to the 
discovery that inflammatory proclamations 
had been printed in the printing office of the 
ministry of the interior, and asks what steps 
have been taken for the punishment of the 
guilty parties. 

The second is as follows: Does the minis- 
ter of the interior know that the-prisons are 
still full of political offenders whose treat- 
ment is such as to force them to hunger 
strikes for relief? 


Witte Appeals for Moderation. 


In the debate preceding the adoption of the 
reply count de Witte made an earnest ap- 
peal against the granting, of full amnesty. 
He said it would encourage another revolu- 
tion, which would ruin Russia and make the 
whole civilized world stand aghast. He 
would grant amnesty only to those who had 
been carried away by the excitement of the 
moment, and excesses had been created under 
the excitement by both the people and the 
authorities 

As if running a race to see which should 
be the first to present to Emperor Nicholas 
a demand for amnesty, the council of the em- 
pire also was in session well into the early 
morning hours discussing its address in re-

Notwithstanding this reactionary talk the 
far sighted realize that such a step, in view 
of the great agitation in the country, would 
be fatal, and that the government's only 
chance is to compromise with parliament. 


Girl’s Torturer Is Slain. 

TAMBOFF, Russia, May 17.—Zhanoff, a 
police officer who participated in the brutal 
maltreatment of Me~ia Spiridonova, was shot 
and killed on the streets here today by an 
unknown person. The avengers of the young 
revolutionist recently meted out the same 
fate at Borissogliebsk to Abramoff, the Cos- 
sack officer, who boasted of his cruelty to her 
while she was in prison. 


EXPECTS LITTLE FROM DOUMA. 


Russian Exile Declares Revolutionists 


Must Win Over the Soldiers in 
Order to Gain Freedom. 


Ivan Narodny, one time secretary of ths 
Baltio republic and now an exile from his 
native land, who is visiting friends at 620 
Division street, spoke to a gathering of 
revolutionary sympathizers at Hull House 
last evening on conditions in Russia. 

“The military in Russia is the power be- 
tind the throne,“ said he, and to free the 
country we must win the soldiers to our side. 
This can be done by strategy and diplomacy.

ANARCHIST WHO ATTEMPTED TO 
KILL H. C. FRICK ENDS TERM. 


Will Describe Experiences of Four- 
teen Years in Penitentiary in Book 
Entitled “To Hell and Back’ 
Gives Glimpse of Prison Horror in 
Last Letter from Cell—Detectives 
Employed by Frick to Watch Him 
Till Dead, 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 17.—[{[Special.]—Alex- 
ander Berkman, the young anarchist who 
during the Homestead riots fourteen years 


ago attempted to assassinate Henry C. Frick | 


in his office in thie city, will be a free man to- 
morrow. 

Berkman, in a letter over his own sanatare, 
today expresses his pleasure at his coming 
release, but is bitter against his treatment in 
the Western penitentiary. He has written a 
book, To Hell and Back,“ dealing ly 
with his prison life, the manuscript of which 
was smuggled out of prison. 

“TI shall not enlarge here upon the story of 
the first decade of my prison'life,”” Berkman 
says in his letter. “I shall not speak of the 
six years I spent in the strictest solitary con- 
finement, in a 8 by 7 foot cell, on the bottom 
range, upon which the sun never shone; nor 
of the foul underground 8 the sye- 
tematic starvation, the buli ring, 
jacket, and blackjack, 


Gives Glimpse of Prison Horror. 

The uninitiated taxpayer would be great- 
‘ly sul on N learn the true character ot 
the InflUences” of our penal 
1 ima” e would be terribiy shocked 
to find that those institutions are breeders of 
vices and of moral leprosy. Neither shall I 
speak of the official cruelty which for ten 
long years deprived me of the light of a 
friend’s face by refusing me the common 
right of visits; nor shall I speak of the fact 
that during ten years I was forbidden to 
breathe the fresh air in the prison yard. 

“They tell me wonderful 2 about 
great changes that have taken place in the 
world during my absence.“ They say I shall 
find myself a stranger in an entirely new and 
changed world. I hope it may prove true. 
I hope so, for at the time I retired from the 
world—or, rather, when I was retired from 
the world—that was about a hundred years 
ago, for it happened in the nineteenth cen- 
tury—at that time, I say, the footsteps of the 
world were faltering under the heavy cross 
of injustice, oppreasion, and misery, and I 
eould hear the cry of suffering humanity 
even above the clanking of my own heavy 
chain. 

Hopes He'll Find World Better. 

“ But now the world is changed, they tell 
me. I fervently hope it may prove true, I 
hope that right has become triumphant, that 
true liberty rules the world; that injustice is 
unknown; that oppression is impossible; that 
I shall, in short, return into a world of a 
truly civilized humanity, nto the great fam- 
ily of brothers and sisters whose happy lives 
spell love, truth, and brotherhood. 

“ This grand thought, this dear hope, makes 
me happy; it makes me doubly so—happy at 
the recovery of my life and liberty, and happy 
in the thought that my own great joy may be 
mirrored on and heightened by the happiness 
of my fellow men.” 

Berkman probably will accept a position on 
a St. Louls newspaper. 


Frick to Keep Track of Him. 
Henry C. Frick will watch Berkman the 
rest of hie life. No matter where he goes 
his movements will be known to Mr. Frick. 
Roger O'Mara, the detective, who is prob- 
ably closer to Mr. Frick than any other police 
officer in the country, says: 

“Frick never feared any man, either 
financially or physically. He will go against 
them all, any way they want to be met. He 
is not a suddenly made millionaire. He 
worked for every dollar he has, and he has 
not lost his head because of his success. He 
is a cool, determined business man, and if 
Berkman or any other man should ever walk 
into his office again In the same way he will 
find him just as ready to do battle.”

Bailey Splits His Party.

Mr. Bailey was only Inspired by the pride of 
authorship, and probably his motives were 
beyond question, but the fact remains that he 
injected his amendment into that caucus, and 
split his party up the back from that day to 
this. 
Even after the caucus he and Senator Till- 
man sought to have his amendment made a 
part of an agreement with the president, al- 
though at that time both Senators Bailey and 
Tillman should have known, if they did not, 
that they could not secure anything like the 
unanimous support of the democrats for the 
Bailey amendment. While every one knew 
that practically none of the republicans would 
look at it. 

It was these things which caused suspicion 
of Mr. Bailey, a suspicion which was gener- 
ally expressed, a which has not been in 
any way lessened by subsequent events, al- 
though Mr. Balley has done nothing which 
cannot be justi on good grounds. He is 
entitled to belief when he says his motives 
throughout this whole controversy have been 
of the best. He may not be able to help the 
suspicions which were aroused, and, curious- 
ly enough, his participation in the debate this

Battle Over a Phrase. 


One of the cardinal points of the Allison 
amendment, which was made the basis of the 
agreement. between the conservative and 
radical repüblicans in the senate, and which 
was approved heartily by President Roose- 
velt when it was presented to him, was the 
retention in the bill as it came from the 
house of the proposition that the interstate 
commerce commission should determine and 
prescribe what will in its judgment de the 
just and reasonable rate to be charged. When 
the Allison compromise was under con- 
sideration the railroad senators wished to 
have the words, in its judgment,“ stricken 
out of the bill. Senator Allison and the presi- 
dent, however, insisted on the retention of 
those words because they believed thé words 
limited the court review to a certain extent. 
The whole thing was fought out in the con- 
ferences which preceded the adoption of the 
Allison amendment. The raliroad senators 
wanted those words stricken out and they 
wanted the words, “' fairly remunerative,”’ in 
describing the rate, left in. The president 
and Senators Allison and Cullom were in- 
sistent on this point. They refused to con- 
cede either of these things to the railroad 
senators. 

Only a few days later every section of the 
Allison amendment was adopted by the sen- 
ate in committee of the whole. The repub- 
licans were united. They voted to strike out 
the words “fairly remunerative and to 
leave in the words in its judgment,” The 
bill as it now stands therefore contains the 
Allison amendment in its entirety so far as 
regards this section, which undeniably is the 
most important one in the whole bill, mas- 
much as it was the one which confers the 
authority to make a rate upg the commis- 
sion. 


Unlooked For Attack Made. 7 

It was little short of remarkable today that 
all of a sudden a concerted attack should 
have been made upon a single section of the 
Allison amendment. Mr. Teller, a democrat 
of Colorado, made an innocent inquiry in re- 
gard to the words in its judgment.“ Mr. 
Tillman also was consumed with curiosity as 
to the same clause. Jt has been in the bill 
since it was received from the house during 
the first week in February. 

However, despite the agreement by which 
the Allison amendment was adopted, Sena- 
tors Knox and Foraker, two of the great con- 
stitutional lawyers, interjected able argu- 
ments directed against these words in its 
judgment,“ and insisted they would make the 
bill unconstitutional, just as the same law- 
vers insisted that the passage of a bill with- 
out any court review would also make it un- 
constitutional. 

Now, how did the people line up in the sen- 
ate? Mr. Dolliver, who prepared the original 
rate bill which now is about to be passed. 
defended the use of these words, and showed 
that they were identical with a clause in the 
bill introduced by Senator Knox. himself. 

Mr. Allison, also of Iowa, the dean of th 
senate, the author of the Allison amendme 
and the one man in the upper house of con- 
gress who is thoroughly respected by every 
one, insisted that the words should remain 
in the bill because in his judgment they dis- 
tinctly limited the right of review by the 
courts. 

As a matter of course Senators Knox and 
Foraker wanted the words expunged from 


were unconstitutional, which is alleged 
against everything the railroad people do not 
want in the bill, including the abstract right 
of the regulation of railroad rates. 


And Then Tillman and Bailey. 


And then Senator Tillman, who has been 
attacking the president because he adopted 
the Allison amendment, joined with the rall- 
road senators in their effort to repudiate the

Finally Senator Bailey of Texas partiol- 
pated in the debate. Did he side with Sena- 
tors Allison and Dolliver, whose devotion to 
railroad rate regulation is beyond criticism?

Offers Evidence Refuting hal-

PROOF SENT TO CONGRESS, 


Shows How Standard Company 
Was Able to Crush Smaller 
Rivals. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—President 
Roosevelt today made public a 83 2

An epitome of Commissioner Garfield's refu- 
oer of the railroad officials’ denials fol- 

ws: 

Mr. Thayer, vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, is reported to have said, 
regarding the special rate from Olean to 
Rochester, that the traffic to me transported 
under such rate was ‘ crude oll and unfinished » 
products moving from one refinery to an- 
other, belonging to the sameowners.’ 


Pennsylvania Official Disputed. 

The rate of 9 cents a barrel, says Mr. 
Garfield in his reply, was issued some years 
ago, was reissued and approved by J. B. 
Thayer Jr. on Aarch 10, 1902, and applied to 
petroleum products.“ This tariff did not 
confine shipments to ‘ crude oll or unfinished 
products.’ More than 1,000 cars of illuminat- 
ing ofl, gasoline, and other finished oil prod 
ucts were shipped in 1904 on this rate from 
Olean to Rochester. This rate was unknown 
to independent shippers. 

Mr. George Crosby, freight traffic mana; 
ger of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy - 
railroad, is quoted as saying of the Hast St. 
Louis rate: 

Phe rates which the commissloher Coen 
plains of are intrastate rates, and do hot have 
to be filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. They were and are today open rates, 
and all shippers of oil are conversant with 
them.“ 

A shown in chapter 7 of the report, the 
records of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy show that the 6 cent rate was applied 
on hundreds of cars which moved from 
Whiting, Ind., to East St. Louis, III., and St. 
Louis, Mo., as shown directly on the Way 
bills. The rate did not appear in the regular 

tariffs of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy. 
Ilinois Central Mistaken. 


“Mr. J. T. Harahan, second vice presi- 
dent of the Illinois Central, is quoted as say- 
ing that All the Illinois Central oil rates are 
open and published tariffs when they pertain 
to interstate traffic,’ and that that company 
‘has not. paid rebates nor made rates dis- 
criminatory in favor of the Standard Oil 
company.’ 

“ As shown in chapter 6 of the report, the 
Illinois Central was a party to the Grand 
Junction rate, which was used for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a through rate on oll tothe 
south and southeast one-fourth less than the 
published rate. 

“ Messrs. Rogers and Archbold are quoted 
as saying, regarding the Whiting-St. Louis 
rate: 

It is quite true that having our ol] at 
Whiting and desiring to transport it to points 
in the interior of Ihlinois, we used the state 
rates. 

As shown in chapter 7 of the report, all 
shipments from Whiting into Illinois are in- 
terstate. The mere inclusion of Whiting into 
the Chicago switching district, by an Appli- 
cation sheet, does not make Whiting an IIII- 
nols shipping point. As shown in the report 
the Standard Oil company has used the loca- 
tion of Whiting for the purpose of claiming 
the right to use either Indiana state rates or 
Illinois state rates, as best suited its con- 
venience. 


Deception by Mr. Archbold. 


Furthermore, in 1901, in response to a 
request from the industrial commission for 
information as to the freight rates to cer- 
tuin points in the south, Mr. Archbold wrote 
the commission and gave the rate from 
Whiting to Birmingham, Ala., as 44 cents; 
from Whiting to Memphis, Tenn., as 18 cents; 
from Whiting to Little Rock, Ark., as 30% 
cents. At that time and until the secret 
rates were discovered by the bureau of cor- 
porations, the Standard Oil company was 
shipping traffic on the following rates: From 
Whiting to Birmingham, 20% cents; from 
Whiting to Memphis, same route; 15 cents: 
from Whiting to Little Rock, 26 cents, These 
facts are all set forth in full in chapters 6 
and 7 of the report.“ 

In support of the allegations made by him 
Mr. Garfield prints in the report copies of 
way bills, letters of railroad officials bear- 
ing on transactions with agents of the Stau- 
dard Oil and independent oil companies, spe- 
cial oil tariffs of various railroads, bills of 
leding, blind bills of lading, and secret un- 
derstandings and agreements of the sev- 
eral railroad companies named with the 
Standard Oil company. In many instances, 
according to the copies of the way bills, the 
rate paid by the Standard Oil company was 
33 1-3 per cent of the amount stated. 


Economy 
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Anti-Pass Clause Hits Solicitor. 


Washington; D. C., May 17.—[{Special.]— 
The senate devoted practically the entire day 
to a review of the amendments made to the 
rate bill in committee of the whole. 


The pipe line, rebate, and anti-pass amend- | 


ments were modified, as were also those pro- 
hibiting common carriers from transporting 
articles produced by themselves. Progress 
with the amendments met a barrier in the 
section granting to the interstate commerce 
commission power to fix rates. The question 
of this provision's constitutionality provoked 
a arp debate. 


The provision including express companies 


and sleeping car companies as common car- 
riers was left undisturbed. 

The anti-pass provision was then taken up 
and a new draft by Senator Culberson was 
adopted in place of the amendment adopted 
yesterday, The only change made. war in 
phraseology, and all the classes specified yes- 


} terday were accepted. The provision was 


silll further amended at the instance of Sen- 
ator Hansbrough, so as to make the penalty 
apply to persons asking and accepting passes 
as well as to those granting them. The pen- 
alty is a fine of from $100 to $2,000. : 


No Passes for Ball Players. 


Senator Dolliver moved to add traveling 
secretaries of T. M. C. A. and the amendment 
Was accepted. Senator Hale then moved to 
include ‘‘ baseball and football players,” and 
Senator McLaurin *‘ widows and orphans.” 
Both were voted down amid laughter. 

The provision prohibiting common carriers 
from transporting articles of their own pro- 
duction was then taken up, and after some 
changes in phraseology the amendment was 
agreed to. 

The amendments to section 2, dealing with 
railroad tariff schedules, were all accepted 
without discussion, and it looked for a time 
as if the entire section might be disposed of 
speedily, unt Senator Lodge sought to have 
the words “ knowingly and wilfully” in- 
serted in conhection with the penalty for 


granting rebates or discriminating in favor 


of any shipper. The amendment precipitated 
debate, The Lodge amendment finally was 
accepted, and the provision as agreed to 
after the acceptance of a suggestion by Sen- 
ator Stone making the penalty clause ex- 
plicitly applicable to shippers as well as car- 
riers. 

When section 4, granting authority to the 
interstate commerce commission to fix rates, 
was reached, Senator Tillman asked Senatar 
Allison for his opinion as to the propriety of 
retaining the words in its judgment in 
the clause empowering the commission to 
prescribe just and reasonable rates. This 
provoked a long argument upon the constitu- 
tionality question. 

Constitũtionality Bogy Up Again. 

“Senator Dolliver defended the language, 
expressing the opinion it would not vitiate 
the constitutionality of the bill. In response 
to a question by Mr. Dolliver, Mr. Knox said 
that even without these words the provision 
authorizing the commission to determine 
and prescribe rates is not “free from 
doubt.” 

Senator Bailey expressed the opinion that 
the words either meant nothing, or, if they 
accomplished anything, they will prove fatal 
to the bill. He said he feared that if the 
proposed law should be declared invalid tne 
people of the country would lose heart and 
that the railroads would be left to their own 
course. 1 

The point was still under discussion when 
the senate adjourned. 


HOUSE PASSES NAVAL BILL. 


Appropriates $99,764,000 Toward. a 
‘Better Navy—Open Market Amend- 
ment Is Voted Down. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.-—After two 
weeks’ debate the house today passed the 
naval appropriation bill, carrying $99,764,000. 
The amendment providing that the secretary 
of the navy could go into the open market 
and purchase chains, anchors, and cordage, 
should it be demonstrated that they could be 
had cheaper in free markets than they could 
be made by or for the government, was de- 
feated by a vote of 118 to 129. 

The so-called naturalization bill, which has 
been a continuing order for two months, was 
considered, but no action was ‘taken. 

Mr. Wharton of Chicago made his maiden 
appearance as a debater on the floor of con- 
gress, in opposition to the educational test 
provision of the bill.

The ideal 
newspaper articles are sharp, short, pungent, 
and to the point, and a sermon should have all 
of these characteristics. It should catch the 
ear and hold its attention, the same as a good 
newepaper article catches and holds the eye, | 
The minister of today will find the public 
press his most valuable supplement and help- 
er. At the most, he can reach but a few hun-. 
dred people, but by the help of the press he 
can scatter the seeds of truth to thousands or 
millions, 
Exercises Functions Lost by Pulpit. 
“The newspaper of today exercises many 
functions which the minister has, of neces- 
sity, lost. There was a time when the min- 
ister was looked upon as the encyclopedia of 
human knowledge in the vicinity, but the 
people now rightly look to the newspaper. 
„The minister's great power is hie indi- 
vidual personality. The newspaper reporter. 
and editor ink their individuality in their 
paper. Ministers must not lose personality, 
It must stand out clear and strong for th 
good. His personality must be the image 
the personality of his Master.” 
No Change in Book of Prayer.

In ‘view of the fact that the miners had 
no proposition to make, a number of op- 
erators are beginning to believe they have 
bought a gold brick in agreeing to the plans 
for ‘a joint conference, and that they have 
been made the victims of some organization 
politica which the leaders of the miners are 
endeavoring to put through for the benefit 
of themselves. 

The miners have been successful thus far in 
placing the onus of the conference on the 
operators, and, by failing to submit a state- 
ment today, have left it up to the operators 
to prepare one, Thus far the latter have 
been outplayed. With a pretty fair under- 
— ys of this side of the situation, the op- 

térs got together this afternoon and pre- 
. red a statement which will be presented 
at tomorrow’s session. 

The miners first will be asked to state the 
purpose of the gathering and to submit their 
propositions, if they have any. Then the 
operators will submit a statement which they 
have prepared, which will take up a number 
of grievances that the operators have against 
the miners’ organization. 


Issues to Be Taken Up. 

One of these is a differential which is much 
lower here than in other states in the com- 
petitive field.

Prepare Bill to Protect Illinois. 


Springfield, II., May 17.—[Speolal.)—A bill 
compelling manufacturers of nostrums to 
— a label on all bottles of patent medi- 

cines, stating the amount of sage opium, 
and other poisonous drugs, to be passed at 

the next meeting of the legislature, was de- 
cided upon by the State Medical society to- 
day. The committee on medical legislation 
was authorised to prepare the bill and have 
it in readiness for the next session. 

The physicians of the state hold the opin- 
ien that many of the patent medicines sold 
now contain drugs that dull the nerves and | 
relieve the patient temporarily, but give no 
permanent relief. The objection is that the 

nostrums make the user a slave to the drug 
and that they are left in a worse condition 
that before. 


PROTECTS THE SMALL DEALERS 
Massachusetts Supreme Court Decides 
Statute Providing Against Unfair 
Competition Is Constitutional. 


Boston, Mass., May 17,—The constitutional- 
ity of the state law for the protection of 
traders was upheld in a decision by the Su- | 


day against the Continental Tobacco com- 
pany. The statute involved is one prohibiting 
the making of a contract which would amount 
to unfair competition against weak dealers. 

Its constitutionality was questioned by an 
agent of the tobacco company who had been 
found guilty of selling goods to certain tobac- 
co jobbers on more favorable terms than to 
other dealers, provided the jobbers would deal 
exclusively with the Continental company.

There was a time when a senator from 
a southern state could “ hurl defiance” at 
people in the north and find some foolish 
person to hurl it back, That time has 
passed. When one of these gentlemen 


now declares that somebody he doesn't 
Uke is a “liah, sah,” he doesn’t prove his 


gdversary to be a liar. He only raises a 
question in the public mind as to who the 
liar is. 

Tun Trisune is rather 3 than 


otherwise by the aspersions of Senators 


Bailey and Tillman upon its Washington 
correspondent. They prove that he has 
found gaping crevices in their rusty old 
medieval armor and has touched vital 
spots. Much may be pardoned to imper- 
fect education and defective breeding, and 
nobody looks for an example of good man- 
ners to Senator-Tillman or Senator Bailey; 
but we submit that when either of them 
in the United States senate applies coarse 
epithets to a newspaper correspondent the 
dignity of the senate suffers and that of 
the correspondent does not. Under the 
circumstances the correspondent does not 
need to quote his authority or to run to 
cover behind the ample skirts of any per- 
sonage, however great. He need not un- 
dertake the fruitless task of proving that 
he is not a “cuckoo,” as Senator Bailey 
chastely says he is. The question of na- 
tional significance is not whether the cor- 
respondent is a “cuckoo” or not but 
whether, in an important public matter, 
Senator Bailey has been convicted of. act- 
ing in bad faith, or whether a reasonable 
presumption has been established that he 
has so acted. | 

On this issue we must summon the de- 
fendant’s own witness. EPx-Senator Chan- 
dler thought that the good faith of Sena- 
tor Bailey might fairly be called in ques- 
tion, as this letter shows: 

To the President: The game of the raflroad sen- 
ators is to support Balley’s amendment and induce 
him to agree to a broad right of review. What this 
{is to be is not certain, but the principal object.is 
„to beat him.“ meaning the president. Mr. Till- 
man, however, considers himself as acting with

Now, when Senator Bailéy attacks Tun 
TRIBUNE correspondent and a person in 
the White house he raises an issue of 
veracity between himself and ex-Senator 
Chandler. In short, he impeaches his own 
witness, or at least the witness of his as- 
sociate, Senator Tillman. They are put 
in an unfortunate predicament, and the 
more vehemently they protest the worse 
their situation is. Like men caught in a 
quicksand, the more they struggle the 
deeper they sink. 

Tus Trisune doesn’t believe that Sen- 
ator Bailey, in spite of his averments, was 
acting in good faith in the matter of the 
rate bill, and the country will not believe 
it. The evidence is all the other way. 
His speeches and his amendments had al- 
together too much commendation from the 
railroad press and the railroad senators. 
Hither they were unsophisticated or he 
was; and we have never heard anybody 
accuse Bailey of artlessness. Simplicity 
is not the keynote of his character. We 
cannot truthfully say that we have never 
found any guile in him. He is the victim 
of his own reputation.for cleverness, and 
he has always been too “clever.” Like 
many men renowned for adroitness in 
speech and for using language to conceal 
thoughts, he has never given his opponents 
the credit they deserve for discernment 
almost equal to his own. Really, Mr. 
Bailey is not at all opaque. It is possible 
to see through him and his shifty speeches 
and tricky amendments with half an eye. 
The railroad senators saw through them, 
and so did the men who were honestly try- 
ing to get a decent rate bill, The verdict 
against Bailey lies rather in the consensus 
of opinion on both sides of the chamber 
and in the country than in anything he has 
said or in anything he has denied. His 
denials are not important now, as they 
never have been. 

Tue Torn is content to let Tillman 
and Bailey go before the country on the 
record they have made in their case 
against its Washington correspondent. If 
by any chance the .correspondent had 
gained the favor or good will of either of 
them we should begin to think there was 
something radically wrong with him, but 
since he has only drawn the fire of two 
swashbuckling senators, who never have 
anything but blank cartridges to fire, we 
ean only rejoice and be exceédingly glad, 
and give our represcntative credit for 
faithful service.

A MAY — DAY. 
Inhabitants of America who were born 
in Europe or whose near ancestors were 
European keep up for a time the festivals of 


the old country. Most of these are of a re- 


ligious or traditional origin. It ie a rare 
thing for Americans of any origin to cele 
brate foreign holidays of a purely political 
character. The observance of Queen Vic- 
toria’s birthday by the English residents of 
the city, as planned for next week, is rather 
a tribute to a remarkable woman than a 
political event. While there is much senti- 
ment in the observance of St. Patrick’s day 
the day itself is not the anniversary of a 
political event but is nominally a religious 
festival, whatever political views are asso- 
ciated with it. 

Two of the eationsiities represented in 
Chicago by good Americans are in the habit 
or commemorating each year the recurrence 
of the date of an event of far reaching politi- 
cal importance. The French colony cele- 
brates in July the fall of the Bastille, which 
was the most conspicuous event in the pass- 
ipg away of the old régime in France. This 
week the Norwegian residents of Chicago 
and Americans of Norwegian origin have 
celebrated the separation of Norway from 
Denmark, ‘accomplished some ninety-two 
years ago. There is added gusto to the cele- 
bration this year from the fact that the work 
of making Norway. an independent nation, 
which was begun when it was separated 
from Denmark, has been completed by sep- 
arating Norway entirely from Sweden. It 
is no drawback to the pleasure of inde- 
pendence that the ruler of Norway bears 
the title of king. The essence of independ- 
ence is to be allowed to do as one pleases, 
ard as the people of Norway have voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of King Haakon, 
and have him, they are right to celebrate 
their independence. 

The Norwegian element in the population 


of the United States has an importance. 


which is out of proportion to its numbers. 
It stands well in the commercial world and 
is on the side of law, of order, of religion. 
Men of Norwegian blood ha ve filled accepta- 
by some of the highest political offices in 
the country. The Norwegians learn the 
English langnage quickly and soon blend 
with the population. If some of them whose 
memories of the mother countty are fresh- 
est like to celebrate in America the first 
steps toward Norwegian independence no 
one will grudge them the privilege. The 
more the ideals of freedom are kept before 
the people the brighter the prospect for the 
future of this country.

And then there was Count Augustus Bis- 
marck, who may be said to have introduced 
trotting intoGermany. His widow, Countess 
Clara. Bismarck, hae just died in her fifty- 
sixth year, and she has been so much of an 
invalid for the last decade that the present 
generation may ‘be said to have ignored her 
existence. Older people, however, will recall 
that for more than twenty years her salon at 
Berlin was one of the most famous in Ru- 
rope, and I have never known any one, ex- 
cept in the orient, who practiced hospitality 
on such a generous scale. Her husband was 
wealthy and she herself had inherited an 
enormous fortune from her father, a Moscow 
merchant of German origin, named Aschen- 
bach. Instead of having a day for receiving, 
her house was open every afternoon and 
evening when she was in town; the table 
always was laid for dinner, whether she was 
dining out or not; and the habitués of her 
salon were at liberty to drop in at mealtime 
and to take their seat at table, just as if the 
house were theirs.

Work to G0 “Right Ahead. 

As congress is expected to adjourn about 
the middle of next month, there Will not be 
suffictent time for consideration and action, 
and the only thing done will be to make an 
appropriation for the execution ot the plans 
Chief Engineer Stevens has prepared. Chair- 
man Shonts of the isthmian canal commis- 
sion has prepared estimates for the work 
during the next fiscal year. These estimates 
are based upon the president’s instructions 
to proceed as if congress had 
authority to build. the lock type. 
amount to $26,000,000. 

In a recent statement Chairman Shonts 
sald the most important and pressing ques- 
tion before the commission was the decision 
in regard to type. Chief Engineer Stevens 


‘was awaiting this decision before determin- 


ing upon the route of several diversion chan- 
nels; building certain intermediate yards; 
beginning improvements at La Boca, the 
Pacific terminus of the canal, and settling 
upon the extent and character of additional 
machinery as well as the extent and char- 
acter of the additional equipment to be pur- 
chased. There can be no further delay, 
however, and ‘the president will direct, upon 
the adjournment of congress, that there be 
none. The work will proceed as if congress 
had acted affirmatively. 

By the time congress reconvenes next 
December the work of construction will have 
reached a point where it will be necessary for 
authority to be given to. continue construc- 
tion of a lock canal or else a great deal of 
money will be wasted. Failure to specify 
the type during the present session means, 
therefore, that a lock canal will be built in 
Panama. 


* 


Postpone Placing of Contracts. 


It is not the intention of the administration 
to place contracts for the construction of the 
canal at. the present time, though after a 
year’s time such a policy may be followed. 
Secretary Taft pointed out to the committee 
that it was utterly impossible now to frame a 
law which would be of any assistance in fur- 
thering construction on the canal by con- 
tract. The government is bound to proceed 
with the construction for certainly a year 
and perhaps longer in order that # may itself 
learn the cost of doing the work under the 
conditions that exist on the isthmus and in 
order thet the contractors may learn from 
aotual conditions the prices which they can 
afford to bid for the work to be done. 

If bide were opened now, the bidders would 
be in the dark and the sot ig would be miuch 
higher prices, of the large element 
of risk due to the lack of knowledge which 
would enter into the fixing of every bid and 
thereby increase it largely. The administra- 
tion has not the slightest disposition to have 
the government build the canal. In its opin- 
ton it will be much better to have the govern- 
ment make contracts and then use the chief 
engineer and such subordinates as may be 
there to supervise and see that the contracts 
are properly performed and their terms com- 
plied with. 

As Secretary Taft has pointed out, there 
are many difficult questions to be settled as 
to the way in which stich contracts ought to 
be let, whether the work ought to be divided 
or whether the contract ought to be let as a 
whole. In this latter case, the government 
would rent its plant to the successful bidder 
and probably would have to turn over the 
railroad to him to run, complying with the 
charter as to commercial business. 


~o 
Cheapness Is Chief Consideration. 


The necessity for the use of the ratiroad 
in the construction of the canal and doing 
work which will have to be done by contract, 
may lead to a unit contract. The secretary 
says it is difficult to see how different con- 
tractors spread along the axis of the canal 
route could all control and make use of the 
railroad without confusion and conflict. 

The senate committee is united on this one 
point—that the canal should be bullt as 
cheaply as possible. To this end there isa 
disposition on the part of almost every mem- 
ber to approve the recommendation submit- 
ted by Secretary Taft a few days ago that the 
government be authorized to buy supplies 
and material for canal construction in the 

cheapest market. This recommendation will 
provoke undoubtedly a tariff discussion, and 
for this reason there is a disposition on the 
part of the leaders of both houses not to in- 
corporate it in a separate and distinct meas- 
ure and pass it as such... What is likely to 
happen, if anything whatever is said on the 
subject, is that the senate will attach to the 
appropriation for canal construction, which 
will be initiated in the house, a provision. au- 
thorizing the president and the secretary of 
war to make purchases wherever they can be 
made the most cheaply. 

It is the view of the senate committee that 
preference should be given always to Amer- 
ican bidders when the quality: of material 
they offer is as good as that of foreign com- 
petitors, and the prices are the same. The 
committee and administration is on all fours 

on this point.

Commission to Stay in Office, 


The fact that no legislation will be enacted 
means a continuance of the isthmian canal 
commission with its present membership of 
seven. The senate has not yet confirmed 
the nominations of commissioners, and this 
is one of the matters that will be taken up 
without further loss of time. There is little 
doubt now that all the nominations will 
be confirmed. Joseph B. Bishop, who was 
sharply criticised on the ground he was 
serving as a press agent of the commission 
and subsequently was nominated to be com- 
missioner, has not been engaged in the work 
which congress found so obnoxious, and his 
confirmation is confidently anticipated. 

It has been reported, with some evidence of 
correctness, that Shonts would. resign the 
office of chairman of the commission after 
vindication of the work of-the commission 
by congress and confirmation of his nomi- 
nation. He has given no indication to the 
president or secretary of war up to the 
present time that he will surrender his or- 
fice, and the belief prevails in administration 
circles he will hold on for a time at least. 

It can be said authoritatively this is the 
wish of the president. There have been 
some differences between Mr. Shonts and 
Secretary Taft, but these have been settled 
and the two officials are working in harmony. 
Mr. Shonts is evincing the deepest interest 
in the work, but he finds the official red 
tape galling, and he understands perfectly 
the longer he stays in office the greater the 
ane be will be criticised.

ite place for shearing these dogs in the comi- 
cal way in vogue. In his woolly jacket and 
narrow cuffs of natural fur, and with a wag-

Heavy Borrowing Abroad. 

The London Economist estimates the vol- 
ume of New York finance bills floated in 
London and Paris at 5400. 000, 000 and counts 
this a setoff to the balance of trade in favor 
of the United States. Its comments are in 
part as follows: 

“ Statistics illustrative of the growth in 
speculative activity in the states during re- 
cent years might be furnished to an indefinite 
extent. Recent official returns show, for ex- 
ample, that the entire trade of the United 
States in exports and imports for 1008 
amounted to $2,806,000,000, the excess of ex- 
ong over imports being $448,000,000. At 

first sight these figures seem good enough, 
especially as the excese of exports is about 
$34,000,000 greater than in the preceding 


year. 

It must de remembered in the first place, 
however, that in these returns no allowance 
is made for the enormous movement in se- 
curities, and from the standpoint of the trade 
balance of the country, it has been one of the 
untavorable features that Europe has not 
beer purchasing American shares largely. 
On the contrary, either in the shape of actual 
purchases or carrying stocks here, the 
buying has on New York account. 

“ With conditions such as these, a nominal 
trade balance of 6400, 000, 000 does not go far, 
after all, and it is not altogether surprising 
that in many quarters the opinion is held 
that the flgures of this trade balance are fully 
represented by the volume of finance bilis 
held in London and Paris. 

“Fortunately the credit of the United 
States remains good and consequently there 
hus been no difficulty in obtaining ample 


| loans from London and other centers. These 


leans have latterly enabled New York to 
draw gold freely, this movement being now, 
of course, assisted by the big sums which 
have to be paid by English insurance com- 
panies. For some months to come New York 
will have no easy task in meeting the finance 
bil held abroad as they become due, and 
unless the fall in erican securities should 
lead to extensive purchases by Europe, it 
will be some time before the natural balance 
of trade (including the security movement)
